PARIS, May 21.—Alarmed bythe dan- 
ger of 2 new franc crisis under condi-: 
tions. perhaps more unfavorable than 
those of March, President Millerand 
cafled a conference at the. Elysée today 
or Premier Poincaré, Finance Minister 
Marsal ‘and Edouard Herriot. and ‘Paul 
Paintevé, the leaders of the Left, which 
will have a majority in the new Cham- 
ber. 

The conference lasted ‘two —— at 
the ‘ehd of which the tollouwvinz commu- 
hiqué was issued: 


' On the ‘initiative of the Premiler, a 
meeting.was held .at‘the Elysée office 
of the President of the republic. A.

Wadsworth’s Tax Criticism. 


Criticism of Congressional amendments 
to the Mellon tax revision recommenda- 
tions’ was voiced by Eliot Wadsworth, 
Assistant Secretary of the Treasury; 

‘fAs the discussion of the tax legisla- 
tien has progressed,’’ he said, ‘‘a very 


4 dangerous tendency has shown itself to 
use the taxing power of the Federal 
Government not for revenue only, but 
in the furthering of radieal social re- 
forms. In the tax bill passed by the 
Senate a coalition of Radicals and 
Democrats has departed from revénue 
raising to infringe upon. the privacy and 
freedom of action of every individual, 
firm and corporation. General, public 
knowledge of the affairs of- every busi- 
ness, large or small, can do no good and 
might do great harm.* As an example, 
it would give —33 advantage to a 
great corporation “desiring information 
as to the business and financial position 
of its small competitors. 

“The only reasonable ground . upon 
which such publicity could be demanded}. 
is that taxpayers are cheating the -Gov- 
ernment on a large scale. If they are, 
it is better administration that is needed 
to eB i such cheating. 

S law imposes a graduated inheri- 
tarice tax which takes as much as 54 per 
cent. levy out of large estates. Suth a 
provision is not necessary to provide the 
Government with adequate revenue, but 
is practically a seizure in the endeavor 
The tax is 
harmful and fundamentally wrong in 
taking the saved wealth of citizens and 

treating such capital as income in the 
hands of the Government,’’ 


Says Capital May Disagree. 
- After declaring that the forced liquida- 
tion of estates, in order -to pay- taxes, 
meant, in some cases, that “little or 
nothing may be left to be passed on to 
the heirs,’’ Mr. Wadsworth continued : 


“B this very process of forced 
liquidation the capital of today’ upon 

which these taxes may be levied will 
bate » disappeared tomorrow. In the 
course of two-or three generations the 
present savings of the nation, which 
constitute. its working capital, will be 
dissipated. New savings will not take 
their place, for taxes remove, even more 
than a: heavy income tax, the incentive 
to save. 

“Such a tax is based on the theory 
that success in the making of money is 
a crime and that, at his death, a man’s 
family and children should be punished 
and not allowed to receive the fruit of 
his success. Thé tradition of this coun- 
wy is quite the reverse. Money-making 

business success, when honestly car- 
ted on, have been considered as among 
ent most honored and constructive activ- 

ties.

Letter From President Coolidge. 


At the dinner Jast night-the following 
letter from President Coolidge was read: 
J.-H. Edgerton, President, National 
Association of Mgnufacturers. -/ 
My dear Mr. Edgerton: I appreciate 
the cordial invitation exten to me 
on behalf of the National- Association 
of Manufacturers, and I greatly -re- 
gret that it is out of the question for 
me to come:to New York for the an- 
nual convention period. The industry 
of the country has.long recognized 
that cooperation is essential to the 
proper conduct of business, and that 
n a broad way a policy of mutual 
helpfulness has.replaced the ruthless 
competition of our. — — history.

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TAX BILL COMPROMISES. 

| What may be called the punitive 
features of the Tax bill, put into it by 
the Senate,. have been given up by 
unanimous decision of the conference 
committee. The clauses referred to are 
those providing for full publicity of all 
income tax returns, and for a gradu- 
ated tax on the undistributed profits 
of, corporations. Probably the confer- 
ence report makes it certain that these 
- Sections will be left out of the measure 
in its final form, though some Sen- 
ators, indignant at the giving up of so 
fine a plan to “ swat the rich,’’ insist 
that they will force a new and sepa- 
fate vote in the Senate on their pet 
plan to give annoyance. They speak 
of it as a great moral issue. Whether 
it be that or not, it has nothing to do 
with a sober plan of taxation, and 
should be cut out of it. . 
Other compromises between. the 
House and Senate.conferees are. of less 
importance. The Senate won its point 
in fixing the maximum surtax at 40 
per cent., though there is really very 
little to choose. between that figure 
and the rate of 37% per cent. voted by 
the House when it passed the bill. 
Senator Smoot shrewdly observed the 
other day that he would lose interest 


In the maximum surtax if it went] 


above 32 per cent. Higher than that, 
“it might as well be'60 or 75 per cent., 
80 far as concerns the revenue actually 
produced, dr the inducement to avoid 
recourse on a larger and larger scale 
to tax-exempt securities. Some of Sec- 
fetary MELLON’s proposals are ac- 
cepted in a form more or less modified 
by the conference committee, but the 
spirit and aim and details of his orig- 
{mal scheme are defaced beyond recog- 
nition. 
° Not until both houses have’ accepted 
the conference report; and a more 
careful and trustworthy estimate has 
been made of the revenue which the 
hew Tax bill may reasonably be ex- 
fected to yield, can the arguments for

CHANGES IN THE LABOR WORLD 

According to the National Associa- 
tion of Manufacturers, trade-union 
membership has ‘shrunk 9 per cent. in: 
two years. Mr. Gompsrs, at Atlantic 
City, asserted that the Federation of 
Labor had gained 1,160,000 members 
in five months; That only makes good 
the loss reported by the American 
Labor Year Book. The Federation lost 
710,000 members in 1922 and 269,167 
in 1923.. At best it numbers a small 
percentage of possible membership. 
That small minority, however, is more 
powerful than its. numbers, owing to 
its cohesion and ‘discipline. Yet there 


pis. more power in small unions of high 


character and good record than in, the 
national organization - whose bark has 
so often proved worse than its ‘bite. 
Among railroad workers, the Fed- 
erated Shop Crafts is reported to have 
fallen to a” mere quarter of the 
employes in that industry. ‘Yet this 
organization,. after its mistaken strike, 
is pressing for the abolition of the 
Railroad Labor Board: - At. Montreal

rebuke. Referring to an element in 
the Federation which he characterized 
as “unclean,’’ ‘‘ We must turn the 
rascals out,’’ Mr. Gomprrs was said 
to have declared at the secret meeting 
of the Federation’s Executive Com- 
mittee. According to Canadian ac- 
counts, his reference was to the New 
York Building Trades Council. The 
Canadian newspapers dislike what they 
call Mr. ‘Gompgrs’s “ American Inter- 
national.’’ ; ; 
“There is now said to be likelihood of 
a strike of 100,000. workers in the 
women’s garment trade. The union- 
made ten demands, and’ the employers 
expressed readiness to negotiate after 
the denial of five. It is not a good 
time to strike when the cost of living’ 
is falling. It has declined more than 
20 per cent. from the:peak, and offsets 
the loss‘ in” wage payments through 
unemployment. In the coal. ‘trade, 
peak ‘wages have been maintained with 
the result of shut-downs by those 
mines that cannot produce at a profit! 
The increases in the cost of living and 
of money’ wages practically balance 
the level of 1914, and the ‘tendency is 
still more to a loss of profits and 
interest.than of wages. *

‘THE IRREPRESSIBLE TRAFFIC, 
‘ PROBLEM. 

Traffic congestion has become a 
nightmare to, urban America, Every 
large city has a motor vehicle puzzle. 
Here.on Manhattan Island the'fear is 
growing that the problem of regulat- 
ing traffic will become insoluble if the 
increase of .motor vehicles is not 
checked. But: how can that be done? 
New Yorkers must do -business and 
must play as-well as work. The num- 
ber of taxia.and buses might be lin- 








ited, but that degree of relief “would 


be only temporary and*would soon ap- 
pear negligible. New. York would stili 
swarm on. wheels, .and_ pedestrians 
would still dodge in and out of the 
‘tangle at the risk of their necks. 
-Manhattan is narrow, and the stréet 
plan cannot be radically changed. To 
double the number of. avenues, would 
call forthe condemnation of thousands 
of bujidings at a cost prohibitive. 
The tax. burden would be back-break- 
ing. if. schemes to burrow under the 
streets, build bridges and arcades, raze 
elevated railroads, take up surface 
tracks, and throw spans across the 
North and.

YOUTHFUL OUTLAWS., 
Crime and vite in New York City 
draw their yecruits from men and 


women in their early twenties.’ Such 
is the finding of Chief Magistrate 


 McAboo in his notable survey of the 


city’s law-and-order probiem in yes- 
terday’s Evening Post. His analysis 
is exhaustive. First are. the ultimate 
causes that would -hold ‘true for all 
countries and for all times. Then 
‘there are the forces for outlawry 
which we may ascribe to the mount- 
ing complexity and speed of modern 
life. ' There are finally the causes of 


icrime inherent in’ New York’s un- 


paralleled cosmopolitanism. Other ob- 
servers have stressed the break-down 
of parental authority among the for- 
eign born.’ Separated from their chil- 
dren by the barrier of language and 
custom, the immigrant heads of fam- 
ilies find it difficult to exercise a re- 
straining authority over their chil- 
dren, or to supply them with a home 
environment to compete with. the 
strong appeal of the dance hall and 
the street. Nor should: the fact be 
overlooked that boys and girls are 
engaged by the hundreds of thousands 
in industry. In their working hours 
and in their play hours the young 
are exposed to outside contacts, They 
are their own masters in an environ- 
ment which makes it increasingly dif- 
ficult to exercise self-mastery. 

The police are by no means the sole 
answer to the problem of crime and’ 
vice, but they are.a good part of the 
answer. Judge McApoo reminds us 
once more how inadequate is the 
numerical strength of New York’s 
police forée as compared with other 
world cities. We have less than half 
the number of London’s policemen. 
Considering its man-power, the Police 
Department, in Mr,.McApoo’s opinion, | as 
qoes well. But we have been practic- 
ing a false economy. ‘The deficiency 
in police-power means something more 
than a failure’ to .enforce law and. 
order. It is also a failure to prevent 
the breeding of crime and vice. Stu- 
dents of the young crimirial have long 
known how large a factor is the per- 
verted sehse of leadership, of display, 
and of hero worship. The successful 

gangster becomes an abject of emula- 
tion. A community which relentlessly 
punishes crime does. an educational 
service to the adol t generation. 
Acommunity in which crime frequently 
“gets away with it ” is indirectly~but 
appreciably corrupting its children. . 

One sure preventive of crime is: t6 
afftit the stigma of failure upon it. 
The. police..in this respect are tess ‘at 
fault than our creaking machinery of 
criminal justice. Magistrate McApoo. 
admits that this is not a local problem. 
The youthful gunman is as active in 
American cities with a native popula-
